Maxwell was. director of the 
transient service for San Bernar- 
dino, Riverside and Orange coun- 
ties. At one time 2200 men were 
jn the transient camps, Mr. Max- 
well said, and he predicted at 
present not more than 300 men 


are in the camps. 5 

“Most everyone knows that | 
the winter months bring many 
transients to California,” the 
visitor said in picturing what 
might be expected his winter.

“At that time the men were 
jn a terrible condition,” he con- 
tinued. “They were hungry, they 
needed clothing and they didn’t 
iknow what it was all about. And 
they were very radical.” 

After being in the camps for 
a@ few months, where they got 
‘good food and clothing in return 
for 30 hours of work a week the 
men changed their attitude to- 
ward the gévernment and socie-~ 
ty in general, the visitor said. 

With the transient camps 
closed, with the hundreds of 
men being turned out and with 
winter months coming, the pros- 


pect looks good for this city and ; 


other southland communities see- 
4ng many transients “on the 
road.” An increase in the num- 
‘ber of transients was noted last 
week and Mr. Maxwell predict- 
ed there would be more persons 
asking individual residents for 
assistance.
